Resolutions Declaring Beligerency and 
Demanding Independence, Passed, 
64 to 6, After a M ost Interesting 
D ebate— House Postpones Action— 
General W ashington N ew s. 


W ashington, Feb. 29.—By the ovei- 
whelm ing vote of 64 to 6 the senate 
Friday adopted a 
concurrent resolu­ 
tion favorable to Cuban belligerency 
and independence. 
The resolutions as 
adopted are as follows: 
“Resolved (by the senate, the house 
of representatives concurring). That in 
the opinion of congress a condition of 1 this action.

in conclusion, ne said: 
“God speed the day when Cuba shall 
he free.” 
Mr. Frve (rep., Me.) said:

c a should m aintain a strict neutrality

“Resolved, T hat the friendly offices 
of the United States should be offered 
by the president to the Spanish govern­ 
m ent for the recognition of the inde­ 
pendence of Cuba.”

Mr. Caffery opposed the 
resolutions because congress had no 
power and the facts did not w arrant 
action if we had the power. 
Mr. Allen (pop., Neb.), read an argu­ 
m ent as to the legal right of congress 
to recognize independence. The senator 
said he would not only recognize Cuba 
but he would establish her as one of 
the nations of the earth and for th a t 
purpose would summon our arm ies and 
fleets to Cuba’s aid. Let war come, it 
should not check us in our duty. 
At this point num erous am endm ents, 
some verbal, were offered. One by Mr. 
Call proposed a proclam ation by tho 
president recognizing the independence 
of Cuba. 
Mr. Cameron (rep., Pa.) offered as 
am endm ent for extending the friendly 
offices of the United States to Spain for 
the recognition of the independence of 
Cuba. 
“I am authorized by the com­ 
m ittee on foreign relations to accept 
that am endm ent,” said Mr. Sherm an. 
Mr. Sherman moved to lay on the 
table the resolution of Mr. W hite (Cal.)

lets as they sped past their heads. In 
the darkness the man could not

seen. 
For two hours he kept the big 
crowd at bay. 
Suddenly a crackling 
sound appeared upon the top floor, fol­ 
lowed by a cloud of smoke. Mr. Sm ith’s 
daring assailant had fired the building. 
The structure was a m ass of 
flames 
w ithin two m inutes. 
The crowd fell 
back and in the excitem ent the un­ 
known made his escape by leaping from 
a window through which dense clouds 
of smoke were pouring. As soon as it 
was known th at the man had escaped, 
a searching party was organized, and
